chiatric association

told by 


Frederick W. Brown, member of the 
national committee for mental hy- 
giene. 


One part of the stutterer's brain, 


the motor cortex 
which controls 


speech, is urging "go ahead and say 
it," while another part, 
the thala- 


mus, which responds 
to emotional 


stresses, is clamoring, 
"don't say 


it!" The reason that stutterers keep 
beginning their sentences over again 
is that the motor cortex keeps gain- 
ing the upper hand but is continual- 
ly stopped again 
by the thalamus, 


like an auto driver alternately apply- 
ing the "gas" and then the brakes, 
he said. When the two forces be- 
come equal the stutterer is complete- 
ly silenced.

"All the 
presuppositions 
upon 
which the ancient college was found- 
ed have been overthrown. Instead 
of a well organized body of classical 
knowledge which might be impart- 
ed to youth we are in a maelstrom 
of expanding knowledge, xJeveloping 
Ideas and competing theories," Presi- 
dent Henry M. Wriston, of Lawrence 
College, said yesterday in an address 
in New York City. 


Dr. Wriston was principal speaker 
at a meeting of the American Pulp 
and Paper association. He address- 
ed-the Technical Association of the 
Pulp and Paper Industry in New 
York Thursday noon on "Training 
Technical Men at the Institute." 


In describing: the development of 


the modern college 
Dr. 
Wriston 


pointed out that there has been a 
transition of emphasis from the cur- 
riculum to the individual experience, 
with more effort directed toward 
realization of a coherent experience 
for the individual. 


He defined the purpose of the col- 


lege as an attempt to ass^t the 
student in the acquisition and im- 
provement of a sense of values—in- 
tellectual, material, emotional and 
spiritual values. 
"The change in 
values going on before our eyes Is 
somewhat 
amazing," 
he 
said. 


"Science has been in the saddle, and 
the dominant note has been mater- 
ialism, behaviourism In psychology 
and the chemistry of biology. 


"Now there is a sudden discovery 


ihat ultimate reality .is not ma- 
terial. There is the emergence of 
the philosophy of idealism from the 
nost famous pure scientists and ma- 
terialism Is abandoned. 
Psyieists 


now speak of mind-matter, biologists 
conceive of no living thing apart 
from its environment. 


"All of this brings the personality 


nto the foreground, lays fresh em- 
phasis upon the fact that you can- 
not train the mind or the body, that 
your efforts must be directed toward 
all phases of life. It changes teach- 
ng from a process of conditioning 
•eflexes into an enterprise based on 
the faith that the human spirit is 
capable of life the texture of which 
is richer than any we yet know. 


"At the center of our educational 
enterprise we do not have the ma- 
terial results or cash value of an 
education, but the flowering of an 
ndivldual personality."

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THE BILL TO PROVIDE PEN- 


SIONS FOR RAILWAY 


EMPLOYES 


A bill designated as "one to provide 


for the establishment of a system of 
pensions for railroad and transporta- 
tion employes" has been introduced in 
congress under the auspices of an or- 
ganization called the Railroad Em- 
ployes National Pension Association. 


Upon reading this measure one will 


be struck at once with the sound posi- 
tion which lab.or leaders have taken 
because it is so far in advance of most 
of the picayunish proposals advanced 
by political leaders for the purpose of 
pleasing workers on election day but 
seemingly without any idea of their 
problems or the basic sense and the 
cogent necessity of building from bed- 
rock up. 


In past years many railway systems 


have Inaugurated pension plans. Rail- 
way men have been grateful to the 
management that -was decent enough 
to voluntarily do a thing of this sort. 
But there are two great reasons why 
such plans can never be satisfactory, 
or even just. They omit to cover all 
men in the railway service, and, in 
times like these, and when the steady 
pension check seems almost indispen- 
sable, payments have had to be aban- 
doned or greatly curtailed. 


That very fact alone shows/regard- 


less of the fine spirit that has inaugu- 
rated these systems, how utterly hope- 
less 'It is to try to build unless we 
build right. The old system was based 
upon the idea that the railway com- 
pany could afford to make such a dis- 
bursement and when it couldn't afford 
to it wasn't forthcoming. The only en- 
during system must be founded upon a 
matter of mutual right in the upbuild- 
ing, the fearful responsibility of con- 
structing a powerful and just society 
where the deserts of each element do 
not depend in any sense, however 
beautiful the sentiment that has here- 
tofore developed them, on anything but 
justice. 


We have advanced before what we 


have chosen to call a sound economic 
and a sound American principle, thus: 
any person who has been employed for 
his mature years, doing what was re- 
quired of him and living decently with- 
in the law, has- earned the right, at 
least at 65, to retire with such funds 
for his support as are reasonably re- 
quired in view of the character and 
value of the work at which he was en- 
gaged. As a corollary we might say 
that any government that cannot ap- 
preciate the full value and justice of 
such a doctrine and attempt to bring 
it about may not be quite as intelli- 
gent as we all like to think it is. 


And yet'such a result is utterly im- 


possible unless the money required is 
earned, set aside and safely invested 
until the day it is payable. 
* * * 


The proposed measure dealing with 


railways provides that "each employe 
upon retirement at or after attaining 
65 years of age or on the completion of 
30 years of service shall be paid a pen- 
sion determined by multiplying the 
number of years of service by 2y2 per 
cent of the average monthly compen- 
sation received,"- with the provision 
that the old age income shall not ex- 
ceed 75 per cent of such average 
monthly compensation. 


A railway pension board is provided 


consisting of two representatives of 
the railways and two of fhe employes, 
and one who is neither, to be appointed 
by the President, whose duty it shall 
be to administer the act and pro\ide 
all those necessary internal rules and 
regulations having to do with the keep- 
ing of records and the disbursement of 
funds.

And now comes the delicate and 


therefore the debatable provision. From 
whence shall come the funds to make 
'the pajinents? The proposed act pio- 


that each railway shall pay a:i 


ssessment "upon its gross earnings 


t\eiy employe shall pay an as- 


i 
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scssment in the same percentage upon 
all compensation received for service 
as such employe." 


The upshot of these few simple 


words is that the railway will be pay- 
ing in about twice as much as the em- 
ploye because the same percentage of 
its "gross earnings" figured upon the 
employe's income will reach that fig- 
ure, since the gross earnings qf rail- 
ways are about twice the amount paid 
by them in wages. 


It would appear that a more equita- 


ble distribution of this burden would 
be an equal division of it, but since 
this railway pension system, if it pass- 
es congress, is likely to become the- 
standard for similar acts as applied to 
all workers, the fairness of division of 
the burden must be determined only 
after a most exhaustive inquiry, not 
merely of the money benefits to be re- 
ceived, but of all those other values not 
generally classed as material but that 
are, nevertheless, of great potency in 
all human affairs and cannot be dis- 
missed from the equation. 


Of course, all the material benefits * 


go to labor because it receives in mon- 
ey the entire accumulation of the fund. 


Equally as important perhaps, al- 


though impossible to figure out in dol- 
lars or measure accuratery in any other 
manner, there will inure to the rail- 
roads, and the country too, the inval- 
uable asset that is born of a system 
just, sensible and constructive in the 
highest degree. 


When we look around at the efforts, 


however good-hearted, but puny and 
blind, and therefore worse than worth- ' 
less, that have been made towards the 
"fair distribution of wealth," we may 
come to look upon this endeavor as a 
monument to more sound intelligence 
than this country, vuth all its boastful 
accomplishments, has ever erected. 


A WICKED SUGGESTION 


Repeatedly there is heard the state- 


ment, often made with levity but nev- 
ertheless serious, that what this coun- 
try needs is another war, to restore 
prosperity. Not so much is this thought 
openly expressed for a, war in which 
this country shall be involved as that 
the war now going on between China 
and Japan may again boom the war 
industries and stimulate the markets 
for o,ur surplus/ stocks of cotton, wheat 
and other commodities. 


It was only'a few days ago that cer- 


tain listed stocks responded quickly to 
rumors threatening the participation 
of the United States in the Far East 
affair. Speculators have not forgotten 
what happened to many of these "war 
babies" in 1915. 


It is also true that during the last 


six months of 1931 exports of cotton to 
China and Japan together accounted 
for forty per'cent of our total cotton 
exports and were double those for the 
corresponding period a year ago. 


No doubt a continuation of the pres- 


ent trouble in China will temporarily 
stimulate the markets for certain ma- 
terials and commodities in this coun- 
try but to believe that such a situation 
can, in- the long run, be of benefit to 
the United States, is to reach out for 
total blindness. 


Twenty-two >eais ago Sir Norman 


Angell produced one of the great po- 
litical works of modern times, "The 
Great Illusion." In it he demonstrated 
with mathematical exactitude that war 
did not pay. Four years later the world 
produced a gieat war and proved his 
hypothesis true. 


Of all the panaceas that have been 


proposed for our economic ills, another 
war is the worst and most wicked. It 
is a senseless medicine to relieve a con- 
dition which resulted from the last war 
and one which will continue as a dis- 
tressing and unfinished story for many 
years to come.

THE PRESENT FRENCH POLICY 


ON REPARATIONS 
PARIS, Feb. IT. 


The month of June lie* between 


th« French election, which roust be 
held not later than May and the 
expiration ot the Hoover moratorium 
which would call for a German pay- 
ment on July IS. That Is why June 
has been selected as the time for 
tb« meeting at Lausanne of the pro- 
posed conference on reparations. It 
Is acknowledged that politicians fac- 
ing an election cannot deal Intelli- 
gently with the problem, of inter- 
governmental 
debts, a sentiment 


that Hoover will appreciate. 
The 


intention Is to the effect a three 
months' truce on oratorical declara- 
tions by heads of governments and 
to employ the time to .negotiate that 
would be essentially a Franco-Brit- 
ish understanding. 
* * * 


The French government has re- 


jected- the British proposal, 
made 
last December, calling either for di- 
rect and immediate $anceEation of 
reparations or for indirect cancella- 
tions by means of a five-year mora- 
torium. The French counter pro- 
posal, which has not been accepted, 
embodies what might be called the 
latest phase of the French official 
philosophy on the subject. It needs 
to be understood in the French posi- 
tion to be appreciated. It may be 
said, and I think, that the French 
government no longer counts upon 
the receipt of substantial payments 
from Germany. It is concerned with 
these tilings: First, that the legal 
basis of the peace settlement shall 
not be-destroyed; second, that Ger- 
many shall not emerge from the 
crisis with special economic advan- 
tages; third, that the French taxpay- 
er shall not have, to pay the war 
debts. 


* « * 


Their first point, about the main- 


tenance of the sancity of the treaty, 
can best be discussed In. relation to 
French general foreign policy, and 
I am reserving it until tomorrow's 
dispatch. 
The second point, that 


Germany should 
be 
handicapped 


economically, Is one that much more 
is likely to be heard about in the 
months to come. The French argue 
that if reparations are abolished the 
German exporting industries 
will 


have acquired & decisive adventage 
as against all of their competitors. 


For the »tats railways of Germany 
are, owing to the inflation, practi- 
cally free of debt. In 1930 their fixed 
charges absorbed only 2.S per cent 
of their revenues, whereas in both 
Britain and France the percentage 
was 23 per cent. If therefore, say 
the French, the 660,000,000 relchs- 
marks chargeable against them un- 
der the Young plan are canceled the 
Germans would be in a position to 
cut railway rates more than 20 per 
cent. This would be equivalent to 
an enormous subsidy to German in- 
dustry and the differential would be 
insurmountable. 
The situation in 


Europe would be like that which 
would exist in America, if railroad 
rates for producers in, say Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, were 20 per cent 
lower than in the rest of the coun- 
try. 


It is to eliminate this kind of spe- 


cial advantages that the French gov- 
ernment is proposing that Germany 
be asked to bond her railways to an 
amount which will produce an an- 
nuity 
of 660,000,000, reichsmarks. 


They are willing to have these bonds 
pay no interest for .two years. They 
do not insist upon any particular 
division of the proceeds among Ger- 
many's creditors. 
They do Insist 


that the 
fixed 
charges 
be con- 


tinued so that in a general recovery 
Germany shall not have acquired 
advantage by the process <if bank- 
ruptcy. 


It is believed in Paris that this 


point of view will gradually impress 
British industrialists. 


* * * 


The French attitude toward the 


debt to America is accompanied by 
a feeling of deep embarrassment. On 
the one hand there is the solid de- 
termination of the French people not 
to pay if they are not paid. On the 
other hand, there is the principle of 
the sancity of contracts which is the 
basis of all French dealings with 
Germany. This moral defect in their 
position Is quite plain to French 
logic. 


For the moment one can hear in 
Paris any number of arguments to 
explain away the dilemma. ' The 


os^ effective, to my mind, is that 


when President Hoover Imposed the 
moratorium in June he ruptured the 
Young Plan of which the United 
States is not a signatory, and asso- 
ciated reparations and war debts un- 
der the single category of intergov-

reconsider the French debt is cer- 
tain. It is a powerful argument in 
moials if not in law. But actually 
the effort will be made to. settle the 
problem rather than to debate prin- 
ciples. That is the reserved pur- 
pose of the proposal to bond 
the 


German railways. 
These 
bonds 


•viould provide a fund quite insuffi- 
cient to pay all the claims of all the 
creditors, but still something sub- 
stantial on which the governments 
might by scaling down reach a com- 
promise. 


A compromise involving substan- 


tial sacrifices by every country is 
the only possible solution •which can 
avert repudiation or defaults and all 
that they imply In the 
way of a 


brutalization of international inter 
course. Public men have a. very 
grave responsibility and any man 
who commits himself 
against the 


possibility of a compromise is caus- 
ing a deep injury to the whole 
world. There seems to be a gentle- 
man's agreement in Europe to cease 
making public comments until the 
Lausanne conference meets. It would 
do much good if our 
Presidential 


candidates did likewise.

Responsibility and authority mu« 


go together. When a child has to b 
left in the care^of 
someone othe 


than his parents, that person mus 
have authority and use it, or he can 
not take proper care of ths child. 
"I can't see what alls my children 


When I am home they behave them 
selves. Not that they 
are little an 
gels. Still they behave so we can 
live in comfort with them. But le 
me turn my back, let me go out and 
leave them in charge of someone 
else and they wreck the place. No- 
body can do anything with them." 
"What do you do with them when 
they misbehave?" 


"I settle them. I don't stand anj 
nonsense. They go to bed without 
any dinner, they sit in silence for 
the rest of the afternoon. If neces- 
sary I don't hesitate to take my slip 
per to them. They have to mind me 
when I speak and I mean that they 
shall." 


"D the others take their slippers 


to them when they misbehave?" 


"Of course not. I couldn't let the 


maid touch them. Nor anybody else 
in fact. Tou can't have strangers, 
relatives either, slapping your chil- 
dren. I do all the punishing myself." 


With responsibility must go au- 
thority. When children 
have been 


accustomed to force, 
when they 


know that .the people 
who are in 


charge of them dare not use force, 
they disregard all orders, all sugges 
tions and go their way. It is like 
throwing people to the lions to put 
them in charge of such children. 
It is hard for anyone to assume 


charge of children 
disciplined by 
force. The absence 
"tit 
the ruler 


means an outbreak of suppressed 
spirits. Such children rebound in re- 
lation to the suppression they ba\e 
suffered and outdo 
themselves in 
naughtiness. Often dangerous disor- 
ders and ^disobedience. 
The same thing happens when a 


severe teacher leaves a classroom, or 
is absent. The children are unruly 
and reckless until the effect of im- 
posed authority has worn oft* and the 
nerves and muscles relax into ease 
and harmony. Then they will listen 
and follow someone whose leadership 
and authority they,, recognize. All 
leadership of children must be prov- 
en to their doubting minds and all 
new teachers and temporary guardi- 
ans must bear 
that well in mind 


when taking care of children. 
If parents would remember that 


there must be times when the chil- 
dren are left with others and direct 
their training so that it will function

honoring the memory of the Wis- 
consin priest who gave 45 years of 
his life to the care of the sick. An 
identical resolution has been Intro- 
duced in the Senate by Senator John 
J, Blaine of Boscobel. 


Brother 
Dutton had a long an'd 


honorable record of public 
service 


before he joined the priesthood at 
the age of 43 and devoted himself 
to half a, century of service to the 
lepers on the Island of Molokai, Rep- 
resentative Amlie pointed out. Born 
in Vermont, Brother Dutton was 
taken as a child to "Wisconsin where 
his family settled near Janesville. 
During the Civil War he served as a 
soldier, rising quickly to the rank 
of Captain and winning the praise of 
lus superior officers. 


Varied Occupations 


Following his Army service, he 


was for two years in charge of the 
interrment of civil war dead, headed 
a. distillery for two years, and later 
•was connected with the Louisville 
and Nashville Railway after which 
he worked for the War Department 
in the adjustment of claims, earning 
a 
reputation for fairness and im- 


partiality. 


• In 1866 Brother Dutton went" to 
the Island of Molokai to work with 
Father Damien, a Belgian priest, in 
behalf of the lepers there. 


So far did the fame of Brother 


Dutton's work spread that when 
President Roosevelt was making a 
trip around the world In 1908, he 
directed the fleet of 16 battleship: 
to go out of their course to pass bj 
the 
Island of Molokai and salute 


Brother Dutton. 


When Brother 
Dutton died last 


year, memorial services held in his 
honor at Beloit, Wis., were widely 
attended by leaders in public life anc 
Calvin Coolidge paid a tribute to the 
heroic and sacrificing priest. Among 
other things, Coolidge said, 


"Amid all the pretensions of the 


present era, the pride, the guile, the 
strife, here was a reality. Wherever 
his story is told, men will pause to 
•worship."

Washington took the oath of office as president April 30, 


1789. a Federal Hall. New York Gty. 


He lived in style, riding in «,coach with outriders and lackeys in livery, and wearing clothes of the 


•nartest fashion. 


Refusing a third term, he made his farewell 


address and retired IB 1797 to Mount Vemon- 


Caution . . . aloofness . . formality . . . elaborateness 


of dress . . . methodical precision . . . thoroughness. . . . 


These were the traits that characterized George Wash- 


ington's career as first president of the United States, 
from the time he took the oath of office at Federal Hall 
in Wall street, New York City, on April 30, 1789, until his 
retirement in 1797 
Anti-Federalists accused Washington of acting like a 


king, but in reality it was native diffidence that caused 
his cold and reserved manner. 


He toured both the north and the south to emphasize 


his position as president of the whole country. His cabi- 


net members were equally 
divided between the 
two 


parties. 


Quarrels among his aides, the war between France 


and England in 1793, Jay's treaty, enemies in Congress 
and the Whisky rebellion gave him concern, but he held 
the confidence of the people and he accepted a second 
term in 1792. 


Washington was extremely formal. He shook hands, 


with no one, and refused to be anyone's guest. He rode 
in a coach with outriders and lackeys in brilliant livery. 
He attended receptions in a black velvet suit with gold 


buckles, yellow gloves, powdered hair, a cocked hat with 
art ostrich plume, and a sword in white scabbard. His 
dinners were elaborate. 


Considerable pressure was brought upon Washington 


to accept a third term, but, feeling a physical breakdown 
and desiring leisure, he refused. 


His farewell address of Sept. 19, 1776, was written large- 


ly by Alexander Hamilton, but was altered by Washing- 
ton and expressed his opinions. He retired in March, 
1797, to Mount Vernon.

• mission Praised by Paul 
f U. Kellogg 


Xew methods for implementing 


peace and the provision of a new 
civil set up for the peaceful settle- 
ment of international disputes, were 
advocated by Paul U. Kellogg, edi- 
tor of The Survey and The Survey 
Graphic in an address before stu- 
dents of Lawrence college in spe- 
cial convocation Thursday morning. 


Kellogg lamented the inadequacy 


of present methods of settlement of 
disputes, although in reviewing the 
most recent pacts and treaties, he 
pointed ( out that in these pacts lie 
'"the beginnings on the part of .the 
world,1 for tfie short circuiting at- 
tempts at force and arms." 


In discussing the present situa- 


ti,6n-in Manchuria, Kellogg declared: 
"We1 are no-w confronted In Man- 
churia with'-a situation which will 
determine whether civilization has 
reptched a point where it can suc- 
cessfully implement peace. The "peo- 
ple of the United States are realists^ 
and must put more imagination in 
t^s fabrication of peace, if the at- 
tempt is to be successful." 


In advocating a new civil set up 


06 international arbitration he out- 
luted the organization of the Inter- 
national 
Waterway 
commission, 


Which has been so successful in pro- 
logging perfect amity between the 
united States 
and' Canada, 
even 


though the entire northern border is 
practically unfortified. Kellogg laud- 
ed, tins plan as "a scheme for set- 
tling'international disputes, the like 
of which the world has never seen." 


Some^ of the outstanding work of 


the commission was reviewed by 
Kellogg, especially in regard to the 
lowering of the Great Lakes level by 
Chicago,' the sanitation' dispute be- 
tween Buffalo, N. T., and several 
Canadian cities, and the great pro- 
ject of the St. Lawrence Waterway. 
The, commission also does constant 
work, declared Kellogg m the im- 


mediate settlement 
of minor dis- 


putes between people on opposite 
sides of the border, which does a 
great deal in the preservation of 
friendliness and amity between the 
nations.

In concluding his address, Kellogg, 


declared that the present isgue is 
whether we can create a structure 
such as the example on our own 
Canadian border, for the settling of 
international disputes. It is a chal- 
lenge to us to see if we can de- 
"velop implements for implementa- 
tion of peace, just as we have de- 
veloped .the many Implements of 
war, and a civil set up whereby in- 
ternational disputes could be settled 
in a peaceful and friendly manner."

It is notable, however, that it does 


not affect the in-and-out trader who 
covers his short sale the same day, 
since his sale Is covered before de- 
livery of the stock sold would 
be 


due. 
Some brokers felt that the new 


ruling might mean that shorts would 
have to pay substantial premiums 
to borrow at all times, but felt that 
many large holders of stocks would 
be glad to loan at profitable rates, 
so that somewhat 
restricted 
bear 


activity would continue. 


Aside from the somewhat artificial 


stimulus given the market by the 
new bear ruling, the list was helped 
by Washington reports 
that 
the 


Glass-Steagall bill might been pass- 
ed by the senate before the end of 
the day, news that the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corp. hao already ex- 
tended about |2,500,000 In loans so 
far this month, continued strength 
of XJ. S. governments in tho bond 
market, and a strengthening of the 
dollar as against the French franc 
In the foreign exchange markets. 


The weekly mercantile reviews re- 


ported little in the way of tangible 
improvement In business antl trade. 
Bradstreet's said, "while business In 
most cities throughout the country 
remains very much at a standstill, 
reports from 55 leading cities reveal 
in some cases more optimistic senti- 
ment."
